‘+ RELEVANT. FACTS 

Tho only. facts which dre relevant

- made and signed statements which 
were put in evidence and formed 
vital parts of the Crown's  cnse 
ngainst each accused. Each of the 
appellonts alleged ‘that he was IIl- 
treated and beaten by tho police and 
made his statement as n result of 
such {lf-treatment .ond in fear of 


further beating. The evidence of tho | 


first appellant is rather confused but 
he. alleged that one of the. papers 
he signed was only a blank 
sheet, ‘At the trial the evi-+ 
dence: on this subject, ag 
bearing on tho admissibility of the 


‘statements, was heard by the learned | ' 


trial judgo ‘but, though it was at 
first proposed to send the Jury away 
while it was taken, counsel for tho 
defence requested that they be per- 
mitted to remain ond they finally 
did so. Having heard tho evidenco 
on tho polnt, including that of the 
appellants, the Icarned trint Judge 
rejected tho allegations of the ac- 
cused, .ruled that the statements 
were voluntarily mado and accord- 
ingly admitted them In. evidence. 
In his summing up he referred to

An to the first ground -of sppeal, 
that the statements should not have 
been admitted ot oll, it ts only 
‘necessary to say that the matter was 
Jn the discration of the Icarned trial 
judge, to bo exercised In accordance 
with well defined Icgal’ principles. 
It has not been shown that he exer- 
cised his discretion wrongly or un- 
reasonably and in fact it is quite 
obvious that he directed — his 
mind to the’ matters proper .to be 
considered and decided the ques- 
tion upon evidence which it was 
his province to consider.

- Lant- 
ly it {s clear that, once a statement 
has been admitted, the question of 
the weight which is to be given to 
‘tt Is one for the jury. , 
There is'no doubt that, in many 
ensea, where the judge hos con~- 
sidered the evidence and decided 
that a statement is admisalble as 
having been made voluntarily, tt is 
proper for. the jury to hear and 
consider the same evidence to enable 
them fo determine the weight to be 
attached {o ‘the statement. For 
example, the judge: might have 
found thut there was an inducement 
by a person In authority but that it 
was based on spiritual grounds only; 
the statement would not thereby be 
rendered Innadnissibie, Or nagaln, 
there might be persuasion or jn- 
ducement by a person not In a posi-+ 
{ion of authority which similarly 
would ‘not exclude the statement. 
In each of those cases it would be 
proper for the jury to consider the 
whole evidence on tha question of 
welght.

GENERAL PROPOSITION 
No authorily ditectly on 
|point was quoted ‘by counsel. The 
general proposition as’ above seb 
forth is that admissibility 1s for the 
judge and weight for the jury.

‘directly negatives the allegations of 
the accused’ that certain things hap-

must direct the jury that he has 
considered the allegations of the 
accused and rejected them complcte- 
ly, that he has’ admitted the state- 
ments in evidence as having been 
made voluntarily of the free wills 
of the appellants, but that novor- 
theless they might on the same 
evidence .find him to have been 
wrong and that the statements were 
Induced or affected by fear. Surely 
it fs more reasonoble that tho direc- 
tlon should be that the statement is 
before the Jury ns one made votun- 
tarily, and that all. questions of 
weight are for the jury but on that 
basis—the jury should consider all 
surrounding: clreumstances Including 
the standard: of Intelligence and 
education of the person making it, 
the actual contents,.to what extent 
corroboration is provided by other 
evidence and any other relevant 
matter, but should disregard any 
allegation that {t was not a volun- 
tary statement. - .

Most forgers change names, he 
sald, “although ralsing o cheque is 
the easiest thingtin the world.” 

For the average cheque. writer, 
Smith had ‘this advice: 

Write in o big, husky hand; write 
in the amount ot the extreme left 
and fill in the rest of the open space; 
use a high grade, permanent ink, 
and write legibly. 

-“That way you can beat somo of 
the amateur forgers ‘who can really 
clean up on poorly written cheques,” 
he said.—United Press. :
